Center Deputy Director Sigurd A.
Sjoberg retires from federal service effec-
tive May 18 after 37 years with NASA and
its predecessor the National Advisory
Committee for Aeronautics.

JSC's William M. Bland, Jr., is on
special assignment in Washington to the
President's Commission on the Accident
at Three Mile Island.

Bland is serving on the technical staff,
one of three groups formed to support the
11-member Commission created by Ex-
ecutive Order April 11. The Commission
is to report its findings back to the Presi-
dent October 25, and Bland will be trav-
elling between Houston and Washington
during that period.

"We are trying to establish the cause
of the accident,” Bland said. A list of his
group's official duties includes evaluation
of operator training, equipment mainte-
nance, quality assurance inspection and
audits, control room displays, and instru-
ment calibrations.

STS Update:

At Roundup press time the fifth static
firing of the Main Engine Test Article
which was scheduled for May 15 at the
National Space Test Laboratories has
been postponed.

The delay is to allow program man-
agers time to assess the cause of a failure
May 14 during a test firing of a research
and development engine at Santa Susan-
na, California.

The engine was damaged when an
imbalance of normal fuel to oxidizer ratio
(LOX-rich} resulted in a fire. A hydrogen
fuel nozzle broke loose after cutoff se-
guence was initiated.

Three flight-type main engines will be
used in the cluster tests. The main pro-
pulsion system that will be tested in-
cludes the engines, a simulated orbiter
midbody, and a flight-type fuselage to
which the engines are fitted. Propellants
are fed to the engines from a flight-type
external tank.

At Roundup press time, no new date
has been set for the test firing. NASA and
contractor engineers are curently ex-
amining test data frem the 0201 engine
accident.

go,” Bland said.

Control room displays and operator
training have already been cited by the
Nuclear Regulatory Commission as major
causes of the incident at Three Mile Is-
land.

Before a space flight, mission equip-
ment is tested in conditions as similar 1o
space as possible. Bland's job, through
the Apcllo program and now with the
Space Shuttle, is assuring that equipment
meets established quality, reliability, and
safety levels.

Bland is Deputy Director of Safety,
Reliability, and Quality Assurance at JSC.
He started with the space program with
NASA’s predecessor NACA (The National
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics) in
1947, and has served on the Mercury,
Apollo, and now the Shuttle programs.

Modifications continue at the Cape on
Orbiter 102 (Columbia) in preparation for
a four-day power-up test beginning May
21. NASA and contractor technicians are
continuing to apply thermal protection
tiles to the Shuttle vehicle.

Orbiter 101 (Enterprise) is undergoing

in aeronautical engineering from the
University of Minnesota.

His NASA career has spanned high-
performance aircraft research to manned
spaceflight programs up to the Space
Shuttie. He came to Houston in 1962
when the Center was relocated from
Hampton, Virginia. He was named JSC
deputy director in 1972, and had been
director of flight operations since 1968,

"I've had as interesting and fruitful
career as anyone could hope for,” said
Sjoberg. “Those years of invclvement in
our first ventures into space and manned
exploration of the Moon are a part of my
life that would be hard to match in any
other field.”

Sjoberg and his wife Elizabeth have
three scns: Eric, 31, Stephen, 28, and
Robert, 25.

A new JSC deputy director has not yet
been named.

Bland to investigate Three Mile Island incident

“Initially | will be assisting on Task
One,” Bland said. ''At the same time | will
be working on system safety.”

The Commission's staff director is
Bruce Lundin, former NASA Lewis
Research Center Director.

Bland received a call from Washington
May 1, and was in his new office in the
capital by May 7. He has already made
one trip to Three Mile Island, “getting
orientation briefings,” interviewing peo-
ple from the area, and doing preliminary
investigations, “although in some areas
the radiation level is such that we can't
get in for awhile," he said.

The Commission’s objectives include
a technical analysis of the event and its
causes, an assessment of emergency
preparedness, how the public’s right to
information was served, and how future
incidents should be handled.

“My space policy encourages con-
tinued scientific investigation of the
Universe. We will conduct a vigorous
program of exploration to understand
the crigin and evolution of the Solar
System.

“The space telescope—to be
launched and serviced by the Space
Shuttle—and free-flying satellites will
usher in a new era of astronomy.
These new eyes will vastly expand our
knowledge and understanding of the
Universe.

“It is important that we maintain our
world leadership in space. My policy is
designed to encourage further ad-
vances in our use and exploration of
space.

“We will provide adequate
resources to maintain that leader-
ship.”

from orbiter direct communication chan-
nels.

In addition, he prepared a technical
summary of a special investigation ex-
plaining why increases in frequency
deviation on the carrier did not provide
the expected improvement in system
performance.

Stambaugh’s contributions included
design and modification of electronic cir-
cuits; for example, he designed acquisi-
tion control circuits in the orbiter bread-
board receiver system for tracking and
data relay satellite Ku-band frequency
channels.

His attitude, enthusiasm, and the
quality of his work earmed him the Out-
standing Co-op award for April.
